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During four days beginning 
next Wednesday, if the weather 
permits, the pulsating throb of a 
Diesel engine, the scream and 
whine of air sucking into a com- 
pressor, the steady rumble of a 
concrete mixer, ‘the hiss of com- 


nozzle, and shrill signal blasts will 
become a part of Santa Ana Col- 
ege. 

“<=“Now that the Gymnasium 
walls have been erected, the struc- 
tural steel roof system placed, and 
the bleacher support beams are 
up, work is proceeding on the 
guide forms for the 34 wall col- 
umns, and the wooden forms for 
the bleacher seats,” explained 
Carl Moore construction superin- 
tendent for the Allison Honer Co. 
in an. interview today. 


Moore said that it was decided 
to use the Gunite method of forc- 
ing concrete under pressure into 
the column guide forms because 
the greater density of the material 
provides a stronger column with 
high: early strength. 

The Gunite method forces the 
concrete at 80 pounds pressure 
through a 38-inch hose with a 
nozzle at the end. The operator 
and his assistant, both wearing 
helmets and respirators stand on 
the outside of the building on two 
rolling scaffolds as high as the 
TP walls. The operator holds the hose 
6% over his shoulder and directs the 
64 stream of cement or gunite, com- 
posed of coarse sand, cement, and
